I’ve 
never felt so old in a community 
before.

I still don’t understand 
the six-meals-a-day concept, and 
my first visit to Mountie Market 
took a solid five minutes to figure 
out the scanner. Integration 1s 
becoming a louder reality, but the 
dorm building demolition is twice 
as loud. Each time I walk past the 
new view down the valley, I can’t 
believe everyone else isn’t gawking 
as much as I am. You can see the 
mountain that you round on Route 
15 and can see MU for the first 
time! You can see North Hall from 
the Sycamore parking lot! It took 


All that being said, I still hate 
the cold. I don’t think this will 
ever change; however, | will always 
manage to love Mansfield, whether 
it be in the rain, sleet, snow, cold, 
hot, or sunny weather. Mansfield 
has its beauties throughout 
every season and what’s the fun 
in going to school here if you 
don’t at least search for them? It’s 
easy to complain about the tiny 
inconveniences of being a little 
cold on your walk to class, but 
it’s very special to embrace those 
inconveniences and turn them into 
something that isn’t inconvenient, 


but special, in the long-run.

But I have my journal full of 
yeatbook-like messages from my 
friends across the Atlantic that I 
haver’t read yet. ’m waiting for a 
few things to settle down before I'll 
find myself ready to revisit those 
memories.

Mountaineers keep postseason hopes alive with 71-65 
victory over Millersville, Whitfield with career-high 24 points

Senior Paige Whitfield scored 
a career-high 24 points to power 
the Mansfield University to a 
season-saving 71-65 Pennsylvania 
State Athletic Conference (PSAC) 
victory over Millersville University 
on Saturday afternoon, Feb. 12 
inside Decker Gymnasium. 

Whitfield knocked down 4-of-5 
shots from behind the arch, 8-of- 
9 shots at the charity stripe, while 
dishing out four assists and pulling 
in four rebounds. 

The Mountaineers shot a season 
best 50 percent (9-of-18) from 
behind the arch, while tying a 
season high of 16 free throws made 
on an efficient 84 percent. 

With the victory, the Mounties 
(7-15, 6-12 PSAC) remain in the 
thick of the PSAC postseason hunt, 
sitting a game behind in the loss 
column of the sixth and final spot. 
The Marauders (7-16, 6-12 PSAC) 


are one of four teams battling 
for position in the conference 
standings with four games to go. 

It took the 
until the final two minutes of the 
opening half, but a perfect trip to 
the line from Whitfield gave MU 
their first lead, 33-31, with 1:53 to 
20. 

The Mounties saved their best 
period for the third, where their

defense led to efficient offense to 
extend their lead to 49-40 heading 
into the under-four media timeout. 
The Mountaineers did not allow a 
field goal until the 4:31 mark, which 
they immediately answered on their 
ensuing possession off a Merritt 
jumper. 

The Whitfield show continued 
as she connected on her next 
three free throws, highlighted by a 
3-point play the old fashion way to 
give the Mounties their first double- 
digit lead, 56-43, with 1:51 to go. 


The Mountaineers outscored 
the Marauders, 23-13, in the third 
period, while holding them to 14 
percent (1-of-7) from the floor, 
out-rebounding 10-4 and forcing 
six turnovers.

As of February 25, Mansfield 
University’s Spring 2022 COVID-19 
tracker reports 64 COVID cases 
between its main campus and Sayre 
for the semester. 

As national COVID rates begin 
to fall after the spread of the highly 
transmissible Omicron variant, 
MU’s Health and Safety Director Jim 
Welch sounds cautiously optimistic 
about the next few months: ““We’re 
able to mitigate the risk to campus 
pretty well...[This semester] had a 
much higher volume of COVID 
activity for the first three weeks of 
the semester...We had a lot more 
cases, which is what they’re finding 
with the Omicron variant...As of 
this date, ?m not seeing any other 
warning signs that [the COVID 
situation] is going to explode with 
another variant.”

“The campus, I feel, is better 
protected than our community. 
Based on my sense of what the 
vaccination rates are for our 
campus students...I estimate we’re 
between 63-65%...Which is much 
better than our county, which is 
hovering around 40, maybe 45%. 
That certainly helps mitigate a lot 
of the risk,’ Welch said. 

“The traditional university 
student...is ages 18-26. [They] are 
young, and healthy, they don’t have 
sionificant medical problems...

Increasing Sea Levels

Researchers at NASA and the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration (NOAA)

about rising sea levels. Thanks 
to climate change it is possible 
that sea levels along the coastline 
of the United States could rise 
between 10 and 12 inches by the 
yeat 2050. This report was released 
on February 15, 2022, and written 
by researchers at NASA and other 
federal agencies. These researchers 
have examined the impact of rising 
global temperatures and melting sea 
ice on the United States sea level 


and concluded that sea levels have 
already begun to rise. 

According to the United States 
Government report “Sea level rise 
driven by global climate change is a 
clear and present risk to the United 
States today and for the coming 
decade and centuries.” The report 
says “Sea levels will continue to 
rise due to the oceans sustained 
response to the warming that has 
already occurred—even if climate 
change mitigation succeeds in 
limiting surface air temperatures in 
the coming decades.” 

NOAA has long tracked rising 
sea levels. Since the year 1880, the 


oceans have risen between 8 and 


years old...who are at a higher risk 
for serious illness,’ Welch added. 

To keep COVID monitored 
in the MU community, Welch 
continues to offer regular antigen 
tests for those interested, and for 
those who participate in higher- 
tisk activities such as athletics and 
performances. “I’m up in Decker 
Gym every Monday, Wednesday, 
Friday, from 7 am until 10 am, 
doing testing primarily for student 
athletes. But I also use that time 
as testing for 
opportunity before class,’ Welch 
said.

This has resulted in a 300 to 900 
percent high-tide

The report also stated that “The 
trends in minor/disruptive HTF 
[high tide flooding] have gone from 
about 5 days in 200 to 10-15 days 
in New York City and Norfolk, 
Virginia, in 2020; in Miami, Florida 
and Charleston, South Carolina, 
annual frequencies have gone from 
Q-2 days to about 5-10 days over 
the same period. These increases 


will continue to spread to more 
locations over the next couple of 
decades. 

By 2100 NASA predicts climate 
change will cause seas to rise by 
2 to 6 feet, largely because of the 
melting of ice in Antarctica and 
Greenland, but those estimates 
could jump sharply in the event that 
portions of the Antarctic ice sheet, 
including the Thwaite Glacier, give 
way to sudden collapse. 

A December study based on 
satellite imagery of the so-called 
doomsday glacier found it was on 
the verge of collapse. “The eastern 
ice sheet is likely to shatter into 
hundreds of icebergs,’ Oregon

Mansfield University raised 
the Ukrainian Flag in place of the 
MU flag on March 8 in a show of 
support for the people of Ukraine. 

Outside of Elliott Hall at 12:30 
p.m. the Ukrainian flag was raised 
by Provost John Ulrich in response 
to the 
invasion of the country of Ukraine 
that began February 24. As Dr. 
Ulrich raised the flag, Dr. Jonathan 
Rothermel read the Resolution in 
Support of Ukraine as approved by 
the Mansfield University Senate on 
March 3. Here is the statement:

RESOLVED), that the Mansfield 
University Senate expresses its 
solidarity with the Ukrainian people, 
and especially the students, faculty, 








and staff at Ukrainian universities, 
and condemns the Russian military 
invasion perpetrated by Vladimir 
Putin as contrary to international 
law and a violation of the human 
rights of the Ukrainian people. We 
join the international community in 
calling for an immediate cessation 
of the invasion, the complete 
withdrawal of the Russian military, 
and a peaceful end to this unjustified 
ageression. We further pledge to 
support the students, faculty, and 
staff at Ukrainian universities, and 
lend them our assistance to the best 


of our ability.” 
Following the flag ceremony, 
Rothermel stated that it is

The Save the Gate House 
campaion, founded by Mansfield 
the 
Mansfield Foundation, is organizing 


community members and 
funds to restore the historic Gate 
House of Smythe Park. 

According to the campaign’s 
website, SaveTheGateHouse.org, 
the 132-year-old Gate House was 
built in late 1889. Constructed 
in three months in response to 
the Johnstown Flood in 1889, 
the Gate House served as a ticket 


office for the Great Mansfield 
Fair, Mansfield’s crowning annual 
festival in the early 1900’s. The 
project, which is estimated to cost 
$230,000-$250,000, will 
renovating the Gate House into

a historical museum, raising the 
structure to street level, and the re- 
installing a gate reading “Home of 
the First Night Football Game.” 
Organizers Brian Barden and

halftime after technical difficulties 
and, supposedly, a few run-ins 
with a light pole. The game has 
been immortalized in Mansfield 
and athletic history as a landmark

GZU to MU: An International Account

You ever taken classes or written 
essays till 2 in the morning for 
more than eight months in a row? 
Well, I have. Last year, I did all my 
readings, assignments, and essays 
till 2 am. Not because I chose to, 
but I have to. OK, let me start from 
the beginning... 

I am an international student 
from China. Three years ago, I got 
into Guizhou University or GZU 
and was enrolled into an exchange 
program called “1+2+1” program. 
It basically means students get to 
study one year at GZU, two years at 
MU and one last year back at GZU. 
What nobody could ever forecast 
is that crazy thing that happened 
in 2020, which is right before my 
second college year—the year I was 
supposed to board a nice Boeing 
737, fly across half of the earth 
and enjoy my time on another 
continent. Things never go the way 
I want. Instead, I took online classes 
at home for my first year “at” MU. 
Little note, the time difference is 12 
hours, so 8 a.m. in the US would 
be 8 p.m. in China. It was tough 
and exhausting, even without my 
dad’s annoyingly loud TV noise 
from the living room. (Living with 
parents is really a common thing 


in China. People don’t normally 
consider moving out before they 
get a job far away.) Even when my 
whole family celebrated Chinese 
New Year, enjoying a full-table of 
mouthwatering Chinese traditional 
dishes, playing Mah-jongg and all 
other kinds of events, I had to sit in 
my bedroom, listen to my professor 
talking on Zoom about what makes 
a good thesis. (Don’t get me wrong, 
he’s definitely a funny guy. Just not 
on Zoom in the night...) 

The“study-from-home” 
situation went on for more than 10 
months. After all those struggles 
with heavy reading assignments, 
confusing essays and endless D2L 
notifications, I finally got the email 
saying in-person classes are back! 

My first glimpse of MU was 
in the dark, flashing by my eyes 
through the window of a 10-seat 
van that Marie Domenech drove 
with Dr. Lint and Dr. Bosworth to 
pick us up from airport. I hadn’t 
seen campus before I got to Oak’s 
parking lot. I guess the reason could 
be that MU doesn’t have a campus 
gate. Instead, it is more immersed 
in the community. You would rarely 
find a university in China that has 
no gate or obvious boundary with 
its neighborhood. I guess each way 
has its own benefits. 


One of the biggest differences 
between college here and in China 
is that MU always has a lot of 
trips and campus events, which 
rarely happens at colleges in China. 
Another difference is that the whole 
ereeting thing is new to me as well. 
Walking on any street in China and 
saying “hi” or “how are you” to a 
random person would hardly get 
you a smile in response. Instead it 
might be a look as if you were from 
the Moon. At first, I had a hard 
time learning how to greet people, 
how to respond or what are some 
casual words to use. One day of the 
first month, a guy accidentally hit 
my shoulder and said “Oh, sorry.” 
Now, I know what should I say 
under this scenario and the voice 
in my head also keeps reminding 
me: “OK, Kevin, no need to panic, 
just say it with a smile, that’s it.” 
But what happened will never stop 
haunting me down in my sleep. The 
second after that dude said sorry, 
what slipped out of my mouth is a 
“thank you” in weirdly high voice... 

Another snowstorm came the 
day ’m writing this. You have to 
know [Pm from the south part 
of China. Snow could be as rare 
as the number of rainbows that 
could appear in one day. It’s not 
that snow never happens, it’s just 


not often. Therefore, the first big 
snow in January was so exciting to 
me and all my friends. We went out, 
running and jumping onto the thick 
snow and yelling hooray with hands 
up high, as if it was Christmas 
presents falling down from the sky. 
Happy time didn’t last too long. It 
only took me three weeks to shift

from “wow, it snowed!” to “ugh, 
it snowed!” Especially when Phil 
the groundhog predicted six-more- 
weeks of winter. Come on! 

More than one friend has asked 
how I feel about classes here. Well, 
I have to be honest, it’s way harder 
than classes I took in China. Yeah, 
that’s right, my first year in GZU 
wasn’t this hard at all. I know 
how the universal stereotype goes, 
such as 7 a.m. to 9 p.m. with 30 
minutes for lunch and dinner, six 
days a week. That is also very true, 
but that’s more like my school life 
before college. In college, I don’t 
usually get this much homework 
and sometimes even no homework 
at all; no essays at least 3 pages long; 
no endless readings; no quizzes or 
tests. We only take one test at the 
end of the semester for class. Then 
we may flee and go home for a 
nice and long break. Last semester, 
I had one essay every two weeks, 
more than 10 quizzes and tests in 





total, and readings every single day. 
Sounds like my stressful senior year 
in high school all over again. 

If I have to name one thing that 
bothers me about here, it would 
be that here you can’t enjoy much 
fun without a car. People in China 
would think that a person in college 
with a car was a millionaire’s child. 
We don’t even really think about 
a driver’s license until college, and 
no cars until a period after we get 
a job. There may or may not be any 
causal relationship, but in China 
not having a car never stops you 
to going out for fun. Everything 
is within walking distance, even 
ignoring Didi (Uber), subway or 
buses. 

Time has slipped by too fast. 
It has been half of my time here 
already. Soon, I'll be on that Boeing 
737 again and back to my sweet 
home. What the exchange program 
brought me is way more than those 
lessons taught in class. It’s also 
about what I see with my own eyes, 
where Pve been with my own feet, 
and who I meet. Real treasure is 
always experience, is adventure, is 
to explore the places you’ve never 
seen before. 

By the time I'm done writing, it 
is midnight. Well, guess no matter 
which time zone [’m in, staying up 
late is always there.

The MU administration 
announced on April 12 that the 
current dorm demolition project 
has been expanded to include a 
tunnel system for motorsports and 
recreation. 

The 4,141-foot (/% mile) 
course will wind its way across 
the Mansfield campus, utilizing 
four tunnel entrances where the 
track merges with S Stadium 
Drive and the former future 
ereenspace between Clinton Street 
and Academy Street. The track’s 
tunnels will sport underground 
lighting, safety barriers, and a 
system of CCTV cameras to 
transmit a live video feed of 
sporting events. Massive circulation 
fans and vents will be built into 
the existing steam vents around 
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campus, and pump exhaust fumes 
to the surface. 

Maple Hall and Laurel Manor 
will be replaced with grandstands, 
facing the track and Sycamore 
Hall, and will surpass Van Norman 
stadium as the largest outdoor 
seating venue on campus. To 
suppott the electricity needs of the 
track, an extensive underground 
generator and maintenance facility 
is being excavated underneath 
Manser Hall, and connected 
to the Manser basement. The 
raceway has cost the University 
around $3.7 million, nearly half 
of the total project budget of $8.5 
million. The entire demolition and 
construction is funded by the state 
of Pennsylvania. 

Barry DeOrms is an executive 
supervisor for the undertaking, 


and gets to campus by 6 a.m. to 
direct proceedings at the gravesite 
of Maple and Laurel. “l’m glad 
that the old dorms are gettin’ such 
an exciting makeover. They’ve 
seen enough years as the breeding 
eround for asbestos and all that. 
Havir’ a new place for students to 
come out and watch a real sport 
makes me real happy. You know, 
I used to live on the third floor 
of Maple, and there was some 
exciting times back then. Good to 
see life coming back to this side of 
campus.” 

The construction process has 
faced a number of challenges 
and setbacks. ““Yeah, in order to 
minimize the risk of drivers goin’ 
from the bright sun into a tunnel, 
we had to put a whole lotta lights 
in the tunnels. Kinda works with

the whole ‘Light Up Mansfield 
Agair’ slogan that we’ve used in 
the past. Except that we’re just 
lighting up the underground... 
We’ve had a few problems with 
cave-ins and other structural 
disasters, but nothin’ more time 
and a lot more money can’t fix.” 
The tunnels have been outfitted 
with over 10,000 light fixtures, 
which are necessary for the track’s 
use, but financially taxing and 
problematic. On February 14 
and the weekend of February 
26, Manser experienced several 
breaker issues and power outages. 
DeOrms explained the outages 
were due to the breaker facility 
drawing power through the Manser 
electricity hookups. The outages 
caused the cancellation of a

a Lower Manser closure over 
that weekend.

MU Public Safety Institute 
Receives $209,000 Grant

The Mansfield University Public 
Safety Institute (MUPSTT) received 
a $209,000 grant to expand its 
current training offerings on 
March 22. The grant was given 
by ERTCA, the Emergency 
Response Training & Certification 
Association based in State College, 
PA. ERTCA recently received 
$1,000,000 in funding from the 
Pennsylvania Department of 
Education. 

The grant money will help 
to provide more affordable 
training options to current and 
future public safety practitioners, 
including firemen, EMTs, police 
officers, and other first responders. 
It will also help to provide 
financial assistance to the cadets 
in the Police Academy. Cadets will 
receive free on-campus housing 
throughout the program, as well 
as a $2,500 scholarship. Dr. Josh 


Battin, the Associate Provost and 
Dean of the College of Arts and 
Humanities, added “This is by far 
the most affordable option in the 
Commonwealth for an individual 
interested in law enforcement to 
receive their Act 120 Academy 
certification. We hope this 
opportunity will attract more 
highly qualified and motivated 
individuals to the law enforcement 
profession." 

A press conference was held in 
Alumni 307 to celebrate the check 
presentation and to recognize 
the hard work of the MUPSTI 
and ERTCA stakeholders. An 
invitation to the conference was 
extended to local representatives, 
the Mansfield University Council 
of Trustees, media sources, and 
other community leaders within 
the region. Roughly ninety people 
were in attendance. Notable 
attendees were Fred Keller, 
the U.S. Representative for 


Pennsylvania’s 12th congressional 
district, and Clint Owlett, 
Pennsylvania’s State Representative 
for the 68th Legislative District. 

Congressman Keller spoke 
about MUPSTI’s remarkable 
achievement, saying “This is an 
investment in our communities 
from all the organizations 
here today. Making sure law 
enforcement practitioners are 
prepared and have the educational 
knowledge they need is going to 
start right here in Mansfield. And 
we're going to continue to build on 
that and be the pioneers in public 
safety." 

ERCTA President Eric 
Porterfield explained that 
funding from the Department 
of Education will go towards 
establishing a research center at 
the previous police barracks in 
Mansfield. It will be named the 
Erick J. Coolidge Center, in honor 
of the current Tioga County 


Commissioner, who has been a 
continual advocate for ERCTA. 
The building will house the 
research for new and emerging 
technology in the public safety 
space. 

ERCTA is a non-profit 
organization that is comprised 
of stakeholders and educators 
in the emergency response 
and communication field. It 
is supported by local, state, 
federal, and corporate grants to 
provide free education to public 
responders. Besides partnering 
with the MUPSTI, it also has 
partnerships with Penn State’s 
Innovation Park and Outreach 
programs. Some of the programs it 
sponsors include 911 training, risk 
value assessments, virtual reality 
experiences, and certifications.

Woodcut Print artist Jerry B. 
Walters was featured in a show in 
the Mansfield University Loomis 
Gallery from February 28 — 
March 31, 2022 and held a student 
printmaking workshop. 

Walters was born in Indianapolis, 
Indiana, and upon graduating from 
Southern Illinois University in 1964 
with a B.S. in Art Education, he 
went on to receive his Master of 
Arts in 1969 from the University 
of Kansas. Walters taught as an 
art professor for around 50 years, 
the majority of his time spent at 
Mineral Area College in Park Hills, 
Missouri. Since retirement, Walters 
has traveled to show his work in 
multiple shows across the country, 
and even some international ones, 
and has continued to teach others 


his craft through workshops. 


taking over, we need places like the 
Loomis Art Gallery to show us that 
creativity still exists. Jerry Walters 
has taught art for the past 50 years, 
from junior high to college level. 
Now retired, he still stays busy 
producing art and doing exhibits 
in the mid-west and on the East 
Coast. Mansfield had the honor 
of hosting an exhibit for Walters’ 
work in the Loomis Art Gallery 
in Loomis Hall. Though most 
students forget that Mansfield has 
an att Gallery, those who saw this 
exhibit will not forget the amazing 
artwork that was presented by 
Walters. Known for his woodcut 
printmaking, Walters held a demo 
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Walters creates his woodcut 
prints through what is called relief 
printing. He described this process 
as being one that “requires very 
little material to do...that’s what I 
like about it.” In a workshop held 
on March 29, 2022, Walters used 
a catved wooden birch block he 
had prepared to demonstrate his 
method. Before beginning to carve, 
the block must be stained to better 
see the cuts being made, and then 
the drawing must go onto the block. 
On the block Walter’s showed for 
the workshop, one side of the 
block held the parts of his drawing 
he wanted to be in color, and the 
other side of the block featured 
the parts of the carving that were 
to be printed in black. Walters 
showed students the variety of 
tools he had utilized in the carving 
process, mentioning that alongside 
his artist-grade woodcarving tools, 
he also liked to use anything “from 
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workshop for the Printmaking class 
at Mansfield University where he 
showed his steps and techniques 
for his amazing pieces. 
At eighty-eight 
Walters is — still 
producing amazing, well-known 
artwork. His artwork catches the 
eyes of so many because of the 


old, 


successfully 


years 


texture and strong contrast that 
he creates in his pieces. All of his 
pieces presented in the Loomis 
Gallery were large scale prints that 
focused on a human figure. They 
were intriguing to the audience, 
because students want to figure out 
what the story was in each piece 
and look up close to see all the 


an ice pick to a nail, to a fork...you 
name it, Pll use it.” 

Once the block is carved, it is 
then inked. Walters used a water- 
based, slow-drying ink to print his 
reliefs, demonstrating how to ink 
the block and then printing it by 
setting down the block ink-side up, 
placing paper overtop of it, and 
then rubbing the paper into the 
ink to leave the relief. Walters often 
uses a wooden spoon to complete 
the rubbing process. Following 
the demonstration, students were 
given the opportunity to create 
woodblock carvings of their own, 
using maple wood blocks provided 
in the studio. 

Walters truly is a master of his 
craft, and it is one he finds great 
enjoyment in for, as he stated, “‘it 
combines my love of drawing, 
and it combines my jewelry (tools) 
interest” due to the drawing of the 
images, and the variety of tools 


tiny details presented. His oldest 
piece in the gallery was 1970, and 
the most recent presented in the 
gallery was 2020. That is over fifty 
years of amazing artwork that he 
has displayed. He showed students 
his current project that he has been 
working on for months and 1s very 
excited about seeing how it will 
turn out. This was very special for 
students because they got to see a 
work in progress. Students should 
stay up to date with the Loomis Art 
Gallery as it displays amazing work 
from students, local artists, and 
famous artists. The gallery reminds 
students that creativity still exists 
without phones.

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Reestablishing WNTE

WNTE is MU’s student- 
run radio station on campus. 
Members of WNTE are working 
on reestablishing and improving 
the identity of the organization 
by improving and updating their 
library and extending their reach 
beyond campus. Located in 
Alumni Hall, the radio station, 
known as “‘the fishbowl,” has been 
an organization here since 1967. 

According to members Amos 
Kohne, Carl Helrich and Zach 
Ruth, there is a lot more to the 
radio station than meets the eye. 
WNTE plays different music in 
a rotation (when members aren’t 
running their own shows) in order 
to appeal to everyone’s taste. 
According to Kohne, the station 
is mainly aiming for a college/ 
rock/alternative identity to appeal 
to younger listeners. They are 


looking to create an identity that 

is progressive, modern, lasting and 
fun! When there is a DJ on the 

air, the music choice is completely 
up to that DJ. On their shows, 
each DJ has a chance to explore 
their own music choices and 

take free rein of the station in 
otder to express themselves and 
provide the entertainment of their 
choosing. The DJs do this by using 
switch boards, sound boards and 

a computer which transmits the 
audio stream to Manser. According 
to Helrich, the equipment they use 
to host the radio is outdated, but 
the cost of replacement is very 
expensive. 

Outside DJ-hosted shows, the 
station’s programming follows a 
“formula” created by Ruth and 
Helrich. This formula includes five 
rotations throughout the day: Early 
Bird, Prime Time, Afternoon, 
Evening and Safe Harbor. “Safe 


Harbor” defines the hours (10 p.m. 
to 6 a.m.) that permit broadcasters 
to stream material deemed 
inappropriate for children. 
According to Kohne, Helrich 
and Ruth, one of the biggest 
improvements within the club is 
member growth over the past few 
years. The club went from having 
only four members to around 
fourteen, according to Helrich. If 
it weren't for Maxim Grandville 
and Ryan Dalton, the club 
wouldn’t still be alive. According 
to Helrich, WNTE was in a “sorry 
state” and hadn’t been functional 
since 2012. The members pride 
themselves for earning the “Most 
Active Organization of the Year” 
awatd and for being the only 
functioning club on campus when 
the pandemic was in full swing. 
When it came to running the 
station over COVID, DJs hosted 
their shows remotely from their 


computers at home instead of 
the studio they were accustomed 
to. “It wasn’t so bad but it was 
the biggest obstacle,” said Ruth. 
However, this gave the members 
time to “step back and think about 
what goals we wanted to hit,” 
according to Ruth, and gather ideas 
for when they were back into full 
swing. 

Not only has member 
involvement increased, but 
listener engagement has increased 
according to the members. “People 
know we exist!” said Helrich. 
Students’ questions have now 
changed from “MU has a radio 
station?” to “What is the station?” 
which members of the club deem 
as a success. According to Kohne, 
the station receives call-ins from 
their listeners now. Sometimes 
the DJs hold 24-hour events 
where DJs staff the station for 
24 consecutive hours instead of

Increased Substance Abuse During the Pandemic

Drug abuse has increased since 
the pandemic began in the year 
2020. The ongoing stress and 
uncertainty caused by Covid-19 has 
led to an increase in the need for 
mental health services in the United 
States. Depression and anxiety are 
not the only mental health issues 
people are facing. Experts say 
that the misuse of opioids and 
stimulants are on the rise. On top 
of the other risks with substance 





misuse, those with substance use 
disorder are more likely to develop 
Covid-19 and experience worse 
outcomes. 

According to the Center for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
since June of 2020, thirteen percent 
of Americans reported starting 
or increasing substance use as a 
Overdoses 
have spiked since the onset of the 


coping mechanism. 


pandemic and experts state data 
suggests the spike could be related 
to an increase in suicides. A system 


called ODMAP reported that the 
pandemic brought an 18% increase 
nationwide in overdoses when 
compared to the same month in 
the year 2019. The trend continues 
since the year 2021 according to 
the American Medical Association. 
As many as 40 states in the US 
have seen increases in optoid- 
related mortality and ongoing on 
concerns for those with substance 
use disorder. 

Dr. 


psychologist and researcher at the 


Mary Owens, a clinical 


University of Washington Alcohol 
and Drug Institute, observed 
a spike in substance abuse that 
includes quantity and frequency 
of drug use during the pandemic. 
People have begun to use different 
drugs if they are unable to acquire 
previously used substances. Owens 
says Washington has seen an uptick 
in the use of fentanyl, a synthetic 
opioid, due to the shift in drug 
supply availability. Precise data 
on use and drug type are hard to 
come by, according to Dr. Wilson 


Compton, deputy director of the 
National Institute on Drug Abuse. 
Health care records are the primary 
source of data on substance use, 
and it can take months for medical 
providers to provide toxicology 
reports for overdose incidents to 
the CDC, says Dr. Sharon Walsh, 
a professor of behavioral science, 
pharmacology, pharmaceutical 
sciences, and psychiatry at the 
University of Kentucky and 
director of the UK Center on Drug 
and Alcohol Research.

History of The Flashlight

The first issue of The Flashlight 
was published on February 6, 1926, 
by the Emersonian Literary Society, 
a now-defunct student organization 
that sought to advance literacy and 
education on campus. 

“Number 1” featured the 
activities and upcoming events 
of other clubs on campus and 
the Arcadia Theater in Wellsboro, 
several sections of jokes and 
quotes from students, and nearly 
a full page of advertisements, all 
packed into four pages. Two weeks 
later, “Number 2” declared the 
victory of the Mansfield Normal 
Basketball team over “her ancient 
ttval, Bloomsburg Normal,’ and 
began the unstable tradition of 
The Flashlight being a regularly- 
published paper. 

The Flashlight staff of 20 
appeared in the 1928 Carontawan 
yearbook for the first time, stating, 
“As is the case with any new project, 





difficulties 
arose to obstruct the progress.” A 


many and obstacles 
staff member added, “Inexperience 
in the newspaper field made it 
difficult for the editors.’ The 
size of The Flashlight staff has 
fluctuated from four to 30 over its 
96-year lifespan. The Flashlight has 
often been a monthly or bi-weekly 
publication, with some issues being 
16 pages long, and others 8 pages 
(like the one you’re holding). It 
has been published on its current 
square pages since 2002, and its 
first full-color issue was April 206, 
2000. 

The Flashlight has always been 
student-written and accepting 
of guest contributions from the

The Trashlight 
appeared on April 1, 1982, and 
announced that Russia was invading 
Antarctica and that California was 
severed from the continent in an 
earthquake.

issue declared “Terrorists 

United States.’ The 
following issues covered the nation’s 
recovety process, the formation 
of the national office of anti- 
terrorism, and the campus events 
and student support services in the 
wake of the attacks. The October 
15, 1943 edition started a column 
in the Mansfield 
community who were inducted into 
the military. The Flashlight changed 
its header to the new “Mansfield 
University” title in 1983, and they 
covered Y2K compliance issues 
at the tail end of 1999. On April

The Creation and Peggy Day

Mansfield University’s Festival 
Choir performed Joseph Hadyn’s

Dettwiler’s annual performance of 


Creation”’ 


a major work over the weekend of 
April 23 and 24, 2022. 

The Festival Chorus meets twice 
a week: once in student sectional 
eroups, and once for a two-hour 
rehearsal with all of its members. 
The group numbers around 70 
vocalists, including people from the 
ereater Mansfield community, MU 
alumni, and current students. The 
vocal ensemble was joined by a small 
string and wind orchestra, and three 


faculty vocal professors as soloists. 
Dr. Alissa Rose performed as the 
soprano Gabriel, Jordan Schreiner 
sang the tenor Uriel, and Dr. Todd 
Ranney as the bass Raphael. 

Dr. Dettwiler chose “The Creation 
" specifically for its colorful themes 
and joyfulness. Rebecca Dodson- 
Webster gave the audience a brief 
history on the composition of 
“The Creation” and its composer, 
Haydn. Haydn’s major work was 
written around 1800, and describes 
the biblical creation of the world 
over the course of six days. It was 
based off of a poem written by an 
unknown author. Upon receiving 
this poem written in English, Haydn 


had it translated into German. He 
set the German translation to the 
music he composed, and when 
the score was published, it was 
translated back into English so 
that it could be published in both 
languages. 

The Festival Choir performed 
the first two sections of the re- 
translated English version of the 
work, both of which are composed 
of several movements depicting a 
different event of the six days. The 
soloists’ characters sang several 
solos, as well as a few trios together, 
with the chorus joining them on 
occasion. Working in tandem with 


the vocals, the orchestra pit would 


illustrate animals, chaos, or other 
emotions and imagery that the 
chorus was orating. 

At the end of the performance, 
Kathy Barrett, the 
Mansfield borough, 
Dr. Dettwiler with 
appreciation day. Barrett cited Dr. 
Dettwiler’s 23+ years of service 
in the Mansfield community, 
providing free concerts to the public 
and leading the choirs of Mansfield 
University to achieve great renown.
